An ordinance to protect the public 
health against disease and poisons 
carried by flies, to reduce fire haz­ 
ards, and providing for sanitary re­ 
gulations in general, abolishing out­ 
side toilets, 
was passed 
Tuesday 
night at the city council, which held 
a busy session. 


The new ordinance was given final 
passage last night when tlie rules 
were suspended and the hill pushed 
through, setting out that people have 
six months in which to make the nec­ 
essary repairs as set out by the new 
ordinance.

The city school census « has been 
completed and Mrs. Allie Aldridge, 
who canvassed the' city 
for 
the 
school board, reports a gain of 24 
in the census since last year, with 
a total of 1273 persons of school 
age now, as compared with T249 last 
yea r. 


The school census as required by 
law, included 
all persons between 
the ages of 6 and 21, regardless of 
whether or not they attend school, 
as it is upon the number of school 
age people that the county is reim- 
bursed from the state in ta xes paid. 
Mrs. Aldridge reports some very 
interesting fa cts 
in lier report of 
Rushville city in that there are more 
hoys of 
that age than girls, with 
632 boys and 
621 girls, and that 
the eolored children number 52, as 
compared with 48 last year, with 28 
girls and 24 boys. 


There 
are 322 children between 
the ages of 
14 and 16 inclusive, 
her report sta tes, as this informa­ 
tion is aske« l by 
the 
state. 
The 
report also shows 
that there 
are 
103 children at the age of six, with 
some of them now in school, 
and 
nearing their seventh birthday. 
The 
city 
is 
divided 
into two 
groups upon which the census 
is 
taken. 
The 
13th 
Congressional 
township is that portion of the city 
south of Fifth street, and the 14th 
congressional township 
lies north 
of Fifth street. 


There are 739 children 
in 
tlie 
north township, and 
50S 
in 
the 
south township, 
and 
26 
children 
who are inmates of sta te institu­ 
tions or sta te homes, 
but 
whose 
parents reside within the city, mak­ 
ing the total of 1273 of school age. 
Mrs. 
Aldridge 
stated 
that 
she 
worked untiringly 
since April 10, 
when the work began, and she is 
very much elated over the fa ct that 
the school census shows a gain.

Cleveland Produce 


Practice of Keeping Live Stock Is to 
Be Strongly Recommended In 
Sections Where It Can Be 
Done Profitably. 


(Prepared by the United State» Department 
of Agriculture.) 
Track growers and greenhouse men 
in the E astern states are finding it 
increasingly dilficult to secure a sup­ 
ply of stable manure, and some grow­ 
ers have adopted the practice of keep­ 
ing a sm all herd of cows or other 
stock for the purpose of supplying 
manure, and as a means of utilizing 
surplus or w aste m aterial. 
The prob­ 
lem of m aintaining soil fertility un­ 
der present conditions was discussed 
at the recent meeting of the Vegetable 
Growers’ Association of America, at 
Albany, N. Y., nnd it was the opinion 
of the vegetable growers and state 
federal w orkers present th at the prac­ 
tice of keeping live stock is to he 
strongly 
recommended 
in 
sections 
where this can be done profitably. 
Scarcity of Plant Food. 
The head of the vegetable garden 
departm ent of the M assachusetts Agri­ 
cultural college reported th a t: 
“A 
study o? the census shows that the de­ 
crease 
in 
horses 
in 
M assachusetts 
from 1910 to 1920 is such th at 13,000 
fewer acres can now 
be furnished 
with 20 tons of stable m anure per acre 
than In 1910. 
To offset this loss In 
plant food, which was formerly ob­ 
tained from stable manure, will re­ 
quire the expenditure of between $1,- 
200,000 and $1.400.000. 
Even then we 
lack that all-im portant effect of the 
inoculated organic m atter contained 
In m anure and for which no equally 
efficient substitute has been found.*’ 
While this disregards the cn*t of 
the m anure formerly used to supply 
the plant food, It is probable that it 
was much less than the cost of the 
fertilizer now purchased. 
This prob­ 
lem is not confined to any one state, 
hut with a few local exceptions is be­ 
ing felt throughout the territory In 
which vegetable crops are grown for 
the m brkets. 
At the Lexington (M ass.) field sta­ 
tion, which is conducted under the di 
rection of the S tate College of Agri­ 
culture as an experim ent station, what 


In these 
tests the use of stable m anure in mod 
erale quantities is being supplemented

The penalty 
is a fine of not less than $10 nor 
more than $100, and each day which 
been 
of­ 
fence. 
The law briefly sets out that 
mal manure must be securely pro­ 
tected from tlies; that filthy or lit­ 
tered cellars, 
houses, 
lots, 
yard; 
etc., must he kept 
clean; 
vaults, 
pits, and other places which breed 
flies must 
he 
protected; 
garbage 
must he contained in metal recep­ 
tacles, and 
not 
wooden 
buckets; 
trash, litter and other accumulations 
which 
might cause a fire hazard, 
must he abolished; stable and barns 
which house animals, must he clean­ 
ed, and disinfected at least every 30 
days in the months of April, May, 
June, July, August and September, 
and manure must he placed in water 
tight, fly tight containers. 
The provision calling for the abol­ 
ishing of outside 
toilets, sets out 
that all property which is in reason­ 
able distance of a $ewer connection, 
must be 
connected 
with 
a flush 
toilet, and outside 
vaults emptied 
before being filled in with dirt. 
A section of the ordinance sets out 
that in places where sewer connec­ 
tions qre impossible, outside toilets 
can be maintained, provided 
they 
meet with the required stipulations 


»f being air tight fly tight, sanitary 
And free from odor, and regularly 
»‘leaned. 
The law* defines 
the above sec­ 
tions as applying to any dwelling, 
-store, shop, factory, hotel, restau­ 
rant or any huildipg where people 
live or work, and the period of six 
months 
is given for the improve­ 
ments 
to be made. 
Dr. 
R. O. Kennedy, city health 
officer,

with 20 tons of stable manure per acr 
than In 1910.

plant food, which was formerly oh 
tained froin stable manure, will re 
quire the expenditure of between fl, 
200,000 and $1,400,000. Even then w 
lack that all-important effect of tin 
inoculated organic matter contnlnei 
in manure and for which no equallj 
efficient substitute has been found." 


While" this disregards 'the co*t o 


the manure formerly used to suppl 
the plant food, it is probable that i 
was much less -than,-the cost of th 
fertilizer now purchased.

The penalty 
is a fine of not less than $10 nor 
more than $100, and each day which 
is overrun after . notice has been

The law briefly sets out that ani- 


mal manure must be securely pro- 
tected from flies; that filthy or lit-, 
tered cellars, houses, lots, yards, 
etc., must be kept 
clean; vaults, 


pits, and other places which breed 
flies must be 
protected; 
garbage 


must be contained in metal recep- 
tacles, and not wooden 
buckets; 


trash, litter and other accumulations 
which- 
might cause a. fire hazard, 


must be abolished; stable and barns 
which house animals, must be clean- 
ed, and disinfected at least every 30 
days in the months of April, May, 
June, July, August and September, 
and manure must be placed in 'vater 
tight, fly tight contain'ers.- 


The provision calling for the abol- 


ishing of outside 
toilets, sets out 


that'all property which is in reason- 
able distance of a sewer connection, 
must be 
connected: with a flush 


toilet, and outside 
vaults emptied 


before being filled in with dirt. 


A section of the ordinance sets out 


that in places where sewer connec- 
tions are impossible, outside toilets
